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Unemployment jumps slightly for city residents

The unemployment rate in Romulus is slowly edging 
upward and city officials and residents alike are worried 
that more residents could lose their jobs if the state eco¬ 
nomic outlook does not improve. 

Unemployment figures released by the Michigan 
Department of Labor and Economic Growth (MDLEG) 
indicated that 6.7 percent of the city labor force is actively 
seeking work That’s up .2 percentage points from last 
year, and .9 percent up from February 2004. according to 
Jim Rhein, an economist for the MDLEG. 

“It’s not surprising that the numbers would go up at 
this time because of what’s happening statewide, but 
Romulus has some things going for it other communities 
don’t have,” Rhein said. "The airport is something that 
would attract business - that’s really great for the city” 
Though the numbers indicate that more people are 
searching for work the city is still doing comparatively 
well in terms of what is happening throughout the state 
and Wayne County. The county unemployment stayed 
steady at 9.2 percent from January to February, and 
Michigan still has the highest unemployment rate in the

United States at 7.5 percent 

Councilman Mike Prybyla said he’s glad the city is far¬ 
ing better than the state. But he also said he hopes a new 
building boom translates into more jobs for residents - 
though that hasn’t always been the case. 

“There are some small industries that are coming here 
that could provide jobs, but there’s always been a prob¬ 
lem in bringing in business to provide people jobs,” he 
said. “Often times, residents of Romulus don’t always get 
those jobs. As long as I’ve been on council - and that since 
1993 - we have asked (the companies) to give special con¬ 
sideration to Romulus citizens. But hat hasn’t always hap¬ 
pened.” 


Since the recession of 2000, some high-profile busi¬ 
nesses in Romulus have shed jobs. Lear Seating, which 
operates two plants in the city, closed the “Romulus 
North” plant after General Motors discontinued the vehi¬ 
cle for which it made seats. About 300 people - several of 
whom lived in Romulus - were displaced. Northwest 
Airlines also laid off all 75 part-time employees recently. 

FYom a city standpoint, officials might not be able to do 
much to retain jobs other than create an environment 
conducive to luring new manufacturers, retailers and 
other businesses. Recently, the city approved a $3.2 mil¬ 
lion tax abatement for the expansion of Aztec 
Manufacturing, a maker of precision cast iron forgings for 
the automotive industry. That approval retained about 
109 jobs. 

There are some projects occurring in Romulus that 
could make things very good for job seekers. 

The mixed-use hotel, commercial, retail and high-tech 
industrial park called Pinnacle Aeropark could break 
ground some time next year. A casino operated by the 
Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians and a race¬ 
track proposed by Magna Entertainment could generate 
another 5,000 jobs, if the entities are able to obtain licens¬ 
es from the Michigan Gaming Control Board.

High-speed 
chase closes 
local freeway

Two Inkster men who alleged¬ 
ly led police on a chase down 
eastbound Interstate 94 
Thursday afternoon were taken 
into custody after the pursuit led 
to an accident that almost closed 
eastbound 1-94 

The 19-mile long chase ended 
at 1:30 p.m. Thursday after a 
police officer observed Antonio 
Montez Bailey, 31, and Raymon 
Lamont Sales, 39, speeding 
down a local road to the express¬ 
way, according to Deputy Police 
Chief Matt Hines of the Jackson 
Police Department. Police fol¬ 
lowed the Jeep Cherokee onto I- 
94 

At that time, police were 
unsure whether the men in the 
Jeep were responsible for a rob¬ 
bery at the Citizen’s Bank in 
downtown Jackson that took 
place earlier in the day. 

“Officers just weren’t sure at 
the time, but we followed them,” 
said Hines. “We radioed ahead 
to the state police at the 
Ypsilanti post because they were 
headed toward Detroit” 

State police continued to 
chase the men until they crashed 
into a state police cruiser parked 
on the shoulder of the freeway 
near Haggerty Road in Van 
Buren Township. The suspects 
exited the vehicle, and officers 
ordered the men to stop, then

Romulus Head Start teacher 
Yvette Mays said she still remem¬ 
bers her reaction when an official 
letter from the City of Westland 
appeared in her mailbox. 

“I said: ‘Oh my gosh, what did I 
do?”’ said the 40-year-old mother 
of two. 

As it turns out, she did - and 
does - plenty. She works full-time 
as a Head Start teacher in 
Romulus, works part-time at 
Mervyn’s department store on 
Warren Road, is pursing a colle¬ 
giate degree at the University of 
Michigan in Dearborn, volun¬ 
teers at her children’s schools 
and even gets the time for a 
movie on Lifetime, every once in 
a while.

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A new chapter 

libraries new offer Internet services

If libraries are the gateway to knowledge, 
the Internet has thrown the doors wide 
opea 

Area librarians agree that despite some 
initial trepidation, the computer age has 
allowed them to attract a different and 
wider segment of the community to their 
respective facilities. 

“We now have more and more use for 
things on the Internet, and not everyone has 
the capability to use it at home, so we pro¬ 
vide it here,” said Debra Green, director of 
the FYed C. Fischer Library in Belleville. 
“We keep adding more and more computers 
to keep up with the demand.” In addition, 
she said that the library had also seen a 
boom in popularity as individuals clamored 
for Internet classes and services. 

A similar phenomenon is also under way 
in Northville. 

“The Internet has had a huge impact on 
us,” said Anne Mannisto, assistant director 
of the Northville District Library. “We can 
now offer so much more information to our 
patrons.” 

Along with the Internet came changes to 
the types of materials libraries offered. 
Gone are the days when a trip to the library 
generally found only books, magazines, 
newspapers, and reference works—all neat¬ 
ly cross-indexed in a card catalogue. Now, in 
addition to such standard fare, library goers 
can find compact discs, videos, DVDs, and 
other types of entertainment that go beyond 
the printed word. According to Mannisto, 
these changes were simply one more way 
for the library to help meet the demands of 
users—and as an added bonus, attract 
patrons who might not otherwise visit the 
library 

“The more they understand what we 
have, the more people who come in,” she 
said. “We do everything we can to promote 
reading—it really is the road to success.” 

As the type of materials available has 
expanded, so have the types and variety of 
classes, special events, and community 


group use that the staff says keeps the 
library active within the community. 
According to Pat Thomas, director of the 
Plymouth District Library, they offer pro¬ 
grams as diverse as book discussion groups, 
knitting groups, and a LapSit program— 
which is designed for parents to bring in 
their 6-month-old children and read to 
them. 

“We work with other communities and 
organizations as well to make the library a 
comfortable place for people of all ages to 
come,” said Green. “We like to let families 
know that it’s a great place to come on a 
family outing. It’s free and educational.” 

Whatever they’re doing, it seems to be 
working. In Northville, the library recently 
hired a company to do a scientific poll on 
resident interest in the library. Mannisto 
said that 38 percent of those polled said that 
they use the library more now than they did 
five years ago. However, that’s not too sur¬ 
prising, since more than half of the popula¬ 
tion in Northville and Northville Township 
has a library card. 

Patronage is equally as strong in 
Plymouth, where —according to the results 
of door counters—Thomas said the library 
saw about 400,000 patrons last year in a com¬ 
munity with only about 37,000 residents. The 
figure could be due in part to residents of 
other communities who use the library as 
part of an expansive joint-usage agreement 

In fact, she said that materials checked 
out of the Plymouth library has increased by 
about 90 percent in the past year 

“That indicates the library is doing that it 
is supposed to do,” said Thomas. 

In Belleville, library usage has more than 
doubled since 1992. Green suggested that 
the change is due to a combination of an 
addition to the facility and expanded hours. 
In the end, though, Mannisto said that 
despite all of the changes, success for the 
library still rests in the same place it always 
has—on the use and support of area read¬ 
ers.

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Board president seeks to 
steer funding in 2nd term

Cheryle Buckley, the president 
of the Romulus Board of 
Education, is hoping the experi¬ 
ence and leadership she has 
shown as a first-term board mem¬ 
ber will encour¬ 
age voters to give 
her an opportu¬ 
nity to a second 
four-year term. 

“I feel I still 
have things to 
do,” she said. “I 
don’t think we’re 
done yet I hope 
that people will 
see how driven I 
am to see the students succeed in 
a safe environment and how hard 
all of the board members have 
worked to support parents and 
students.” 

Buckley, 49, is a lifelong resi¬ 
dent of Romulus and graduated 
from the high schooL During her 
term, she has served as the presi¬ 
dent the vice-president the trea¬ 
surer and the secretary of the 
board. 

If elected to another term, 
Buckley said the two major 
issues faced by the district are 
managing the fiscal operations of 
the school in the face of 
statewide per-pupil funding 
changes without cutting pro¬ 
grams and luring students who 
have left the district to attend 


charter or private schools back to 
the district 

“Funding is always an issue 
for us,” she said. “With the way 
the state is going with funding, it 
forces us to be more creative in 
how we approach the everyday 
operations of the district It is 
important to us 
to maintain what 
we have here 
and offer a high- 
quality educa¬ 
tion while we 
work to reduce 
costs. We don’t 
ever want to cut 
(programs). We 
can’t always say 
we won’t, but we 
work very hard to keep every¬ 
thing we have here for the stu¬ 
dents. But it can be very hard 
monetarily.” Romulus schools 
receive about $7,000 per-child 
from the state. 

Keeping those students in the 
district is another priority, 
Buckley said. 

“I would love to get the stu¬ 
dents back that have left us,” she 
said. “It hasn’t been that many 
students, but we need to start get¬ 
ting the word out about the good 
that is being done here. We need 
to advertise more. I would be 
willing to put our schools up to 
any else’s. We’re doing good 
things.”

Board hopeful focuses 
on safety, consistency

April Frayer says if she is 
elected to a second term on the 
Romulus School Board, she will 
continue to address some issues 
she noticed first as a parent and 
second as a district insider. 

“I’m interested in the quality 
of education kids receive at the 
schools,” she said. Frayer has a 
good reason - she is the mother 
of 9-year-old Jason and 10-year- 
old Jeremy, both of whom are 
attending classes at Barth 
Elementary. 

Frayer, 41, is a lifelong resi¬ 
dent of Romulus and graduate of 
Romulus High School. During 
her term, she has served as the 
board treasurer and secretary. 

If re-elected, she hopes to 
address some issues she feels 
will help make the schools a bet¬ 
ter - and safer - place to get an 
education. 

“I think we have some issues 
at (Romulus Middle School) that 
need to be addressed,” she said. 
“There does need to be more 
security. We have a police officer 
at the high school, and I believe - 
and most other board members 
agree as well - that we need an 
officer at the middle school, too. 
There are some behavior prob¬ 
lems.” 

Frayer said district data 


shows Romulus loses quite a few 
students once they are old 
enough to attend the middle 
school. “I think if we can make 
the school a safer place to be, we 
won’t have as many students 
leaving for charter school or 
schools of choice from neighbor¬ 
ing districts,” she said. 

Romulus Schools receive 
about $7,000 per-child from the 
state. 

Another goal of Frayer’s is to 
keep district finances on an even 
keel during the next four years. 

“We’re doing really well, but I 
think we just need to continue 
keeping costs under control,” 
she said. “We just need to keep 
watching what we spend so we 
don’t have to cut any programs.” 

FYayer said she’s most proud 
of helping to overhaul student 
report cafds - which had not 
changed since she was in school, 
and helping to create a better 
hiring process for school admin¬ 
istrators. 

“I was really concerned about 
the report cards that students 
were getting,” she said. “They 
didn’t even match the curricu¬ 
lum students were learning, so 
how could they accurately 
reflect what students were learn¬ 
ing? I was part of a 15 to 20-mem¬ 
ber committee that completely 
redesigned the report cards to 
give parents a better picture of

environment for on of the district 
schools - Barth Elementary - to 
achieve Blue Ribbon status. The 
designation ranks the school 
among the top schools in the 
state. She said it was good for the 
district and the students, and 
solidified the district’s reputation 
as a place where a student can 
get a great educatioa 

She is also proud of helping 
bring the district labor negotia¬ 
tions to satisfactory conclusion 
for all involved. 

“We settled all of our contracts 
on a timely basis,” she said. “The 
result was a positive one for our 
employees, the administration 
and the students. We’re glad that 
things worked out because we 
think the kids need the continuity 
of having these issues settled as 
soon as possible.” 

Buckley is employed full time 
as an administrative manager at 
General Motors. She also attend¬ 
ed classes at Wayne County 
Community College and is work¬ 
ing on completing her bachelor’s 
degree in Human Resources 
Management at Baker College in 
Livonia when she’s not at work or 
taking part in board activities.

fired at them. No one was hit by 
the shots, and the men were 
taken into custody. 

Police said the vehicle was 
traveling at speeds of up to 100 
mph when it struck the unoccu¬ 
pied state police vehicle. No 
troopers or motorists were 
injured in the incident 

When the men were arrest¬ 
ed, several thousands of dollars 
were found, but no weapon was 
located, Hines said. 

Both men were charged on 
FHday at the 12th District Court 
in Jackson with armed robbery 
and bank robbery. Bailey was 


charged with an additional 
count of felony firearms, and 
Sales was charged with acces¬ 
sory after the fact during the 
commission of a felony. Both 
men are being held at the 
Jackson County Jail without 
bond. If convicted, they could 
spend the rest of their lives in 
prison. 

The chase and the investiga¬ 
tion of the incident caused the 
near shutdown of the freeway. 
By rush hour, Interstate 94 was 
down to one lane near 
Interstate 275, and commuters 
traveling in both directions 
were stuck in traffic for several 
hours.

though, if McCotter has any¬ 
thing to say about it He, along 
with 11 other Republican con¬ 
gressional legislators have co¬ 
sponsored House Resolution 
(HR) 1635, the Veterans’ 
Employment Transition 
Support (VETS) Act 

The bill, introduced last 
Thursday, would provide a tax 
credit to companies that hire 
combat veterans, he said. The 
veterans must have served in a 
combat zone or in some quali¬ 
fied hazardous duty area and 
have been honorably dis¬ 
charged, McCotter said. If so, 
companies that hire them 
would be eligible for a 40 per¬ 
cent credit on their first year 
wages, or 50 percent if the vet¬ 
eran is disabled. 

McCotter said he wants to 
help veterans return to the 
workforce. 

“We want them to continue 
the service for their country in 
the private sector,” he said. 

He said the bill is not 
designed to give veterans an 
advantage over non-veterans, 
but to merely give them some 
parity in the job market. 
Veterans often have a hard time 
competing with potential 
employees who haven’t served, 
he said. 

“This will help make our vet¬ 


erans more valuable to the pri¬ 
vate sector,” he said. 

McCotter said he is still try¬ 
ing to cultivate support for the 
bill, seeking co-sponsors to sign 
on with the original sponsors. 

Koch said he thought it 
would be a great help to those 
who are returning from service. 

“I think it’s fantastic,” he 
said. 

Many companies make the 
effort to support veterans, too, 
he said, but they don’t often fol¬ 
low through. 

“A lot of companies say they 
are willing to cooperate with 
veterans, but a lot of times they 
don’t do what they say they’re 
going to,” Koch said. 

The bill is unique because it 
allows the veterans the deci¬ 
sion on when the benefit goes 
into effect, according to 
McCotter. That means that 
someone returning from ser¬ 
vice, working part-time can 
wait to exercise it until after 
they’ve found a long-term or 
career position. It will also 
include veterans of all conflicts, 
not just the most recent war in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“I wouldn’t want to tell a vet¬ 
eran of the first Gulf War that 
they are less important,” 
McCotter said. “A sacrifice is a 
sacrifice. I’m not going to tell a 
veteran that one era is better 
than another A vet is a vet”

Former educator pursues 
other-worldly sightings

Hairy Willnus believes one of 
the most interesting phenomenon 
of western Wayne County is flying 
under the radar - literally. 

He said Unidentified Flying 
Objects are hovering at the tops of 
trees in one of the area’s most-uti¬ 
lized public parks in Van Buren 
Township, darting in and out of 
the air above Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus and flying 
above homes in Westland. 

Since the 1940s, UFO sightings 
have been commonplace in the 
area. For the past 30 years, 
Willnus’ fascination with the pos¬ 
sibility that we are being visited by 
otherworldly beings has been a 
priority for the retired teacher. 

‘1 remember reading an article 
in the old Detroit Times about a 
sighting in this area,” he said. 
“Since then, I’ve been obsessed 
with UFOs. I’ve tried to learn 
everything I can about what is 
happening here, even though this 
phenomenon is globaL” 

A lifetime passion was bom. 

Willnus - who at 68 years old 
has collected hundreds of 
accounts of UFO sightings - said 
he hopes residents will come for¬ 


ward to share experiences with 
him. He want to use those experi¬ 
ences as examples in a lecture 
tentatively titled “Do UFOs Use 
Airport Communities as Havens.” 

“It is my belief that airport 
communities are attractive to 
UFOs for a couple of reasons - the 
most important of which is that 
they can use areas with high air 
traffic to disguise their presence,” 
he said. “There is documented 
proof in other airport communi¬ 
ties of a high level of sightings.” 

Typically, when a person 
decides to share a sighting or 
other experience with him, 
Willnus begins by asking them to 
draw a sketch of what they saw. 
He also asks them to write down 
everything they saw, in detail. The 
sightings are often eerily similar 

In 1978, a rash of area sightings 
bore a striking resemblance to one 
another, even though the individu¬ 
als who witnessed them did not 
know each other On Feb. 8, 1978, 
local police and aviation officials 
began to get calls about UFOs. 

Two park rangers - one a for¬ 
mer Marine - reported seeing a 
sombrero-shaped object with 
green, red and blue lights hover¬ 
ing above some trees at the Huron 
Metro Park. It flew away several 


minutes later. Willnus interviewed 
the rangers at length about the 
sighting. 

“They saw something that can’t 
be explained away because it was 
like nothing that our military had 
at the time,” he said. “Clearly, this 
was from somewhere else” 

Willnus said people he inter¬ 
views sometimes claim to have up- 
close encounters with aliens. He 
has interviewed people who claim 
to have been abducted. Willnus 
has also been told that small, 4- 
foot tall aliens are making a home 
here. 

“These are very traumatic 
experiences for (people who have 
had close encounters),” he said. 
“It’s very difficult 

“We’re not sure what the 
‘grays’ (the 4-foot aliens with large 


eyes) are doing here. It could be 
that their planet is uninhabitable, 
or it could mean we’re in trouble 
and they are here to help us,” 
Willnus said. 

Willnus understands there are 
nay sayers, but has a few words for 
them. 

“I always ask people to talk to 
10 people you know and trust, and 
you will find at least one that has 
seen something,” he said. “It’s 
more widespread than you think.” 

Willnus has worked as a field 
investigator for the Center for 
UFO Studies (CUFON) and as a 
consultant for the Mutual UFO 
Network (MUFON). He also con¬ 
sulted regularly with the late Dr. 
Alan Hynek, who was a scientific 
consultant for Project Blue Book. 
The project was spearheaded by 


the U.S. Air Force and document¬ 
ed more than 12,000 sightings 
nationwide from 1947 to 1969. 

A retired teacher from the 
Romulus School District, Willnus 
said he hopes new people will 
come forward so he can begin to 
gather new data He also hopes to 
present his findings at annual 
meetings of UFO organizations 
nextyear 

“The activities that are happen¬ 
ing here are interesting,” he said. 
“We have a lot to learn from 
them.”

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Bill gets our vete 

There’s plenty to like about HR 1635, a bill pending in congress, co¬ 
sponsored by U.S. Rep. Thaddeus McCotter (R-Michigan). 

Called the Veteran’s Employment Transition Support (VETS) Act, 
it would give employers a one-time credit against the income tax they 
pay for employees, if the employee is a veteran returning from a com¬ 
bat zone or qualified hazardous duty area. The credit would be 40 
percent of their first-year wages or 50 percent if the veteran is dis¬ 
abled. 

McCotter and several other Republican legislators introduced it 
last week and are currently gathering more support for it in an 
attempt to get it approved quickly and smoothly. 

We like the fact that legislators are looking ahead and at the past at 
the same time. It's optimistic in its implication that our troops will 
return from duty, want to reenter the work place and that employers 
will want to help them out It’s optimistic that the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan will someday reach a positive outcome. And, since it 
would affect servicemen from previous military engagements, it 
shows that we have learned a lesson: veterans haven’t always 
received a warm welcome home after they performed their duties 
overseas, despite the sacrifices they’ve made and the difficult circum¬ 
stances they’ve endured. 

McCotter picked an ideal location to discuss the legislation, too. 
Veteran’s Haven, headquartered in the City of Wayne. This notable 
group strives to provide the same kind of help this legislation does: to 
help veteran’s return to productive post-service fives. 

Veteran’s Haven provides transitional housing for veterans who 
may have fallen on hard times; it helps get them back on their feet 

McCotter said, in an ideal world, HR 1635 would be part of a com¬ 
plete package designed to help veterans in their transition back to 
civilian fife, ensure they receive all the benefits they are entitled to 
and to generally thank them for their service to their country. 

This may be just the first of a series of steps in that direction, but 
we think it’s a good one. 

Businesses need tax breaks 

Like many communities throughout the state, the City of 
Westland found itself revisiting an old issue recently: tax abate¬ 
ments. 

The city hasn’t granted any for a while, but decided Monday 
night to grant one to Plastipak Packaging, Inc. to help convince 
them to re-invest in their Westland facility rather than in other 
communities. 

This is something that will pop up more and more often as 
municipalities start to realize that, in order to lure firms to the area 
and keep them here, they’re going to have to be more aggressive 
with the incentives they offer. It’s happening everywhere, from 
Westland to near neighbors like Canton Township, Plymouth 
Township—even Northville Township, one of the fastest growing 
communities around, is re-considering its tax abatement policy in 
hopes of luring more research and development type firms. These 
are communities where growth is not stagnant, either 

There are a few misconceptions about these types of incentives, 
too. They never mean that the company that benefits from them 
doesn’t pay any taxes, or that it shifts the tax burden onto the resi¬ 
dents. It’s just an agreement, usually for up to 12 years, that the 
company would pay fewer taxes than it otherwise would. They get 
help, the municipality gets a larger revenue stream and the 
promise for additional tax funds when the abatements expire. 

The subject of tax breaks for businesses often leaves a bad taste

Take Yvette Mays, for example, the Mother of 
the Year When she listed everything she does dur¬ 
ing the week, I could only stare with open- 
mouthed admiration. Here’s a person who works 
one full-time job, one part-time job, is pursuing a 
college degree in her ‘free time’ and is raising two 
daughters. 


And I thought I was busy. 

Or Chef Tony Paquette, who 
heads up the culinary arts 
department at the William D. Ford Career 
Vocational facility. He’s not what you’d call a typi¬ 
cal teacher, but he is a big reason why so many 
people think so highly of the school district. 
Mention that an event is catered by the voc-tech 
department, and mouths start to water. On top of 
that, he goes the extra mile for his students, 
attending other events, pushing them, inspiring a 
degree of confidence and maturity that employers 
seek no matter what line of work they’re hiring for 
That’s the reason this event is such a breath of 
fresh air, at least to me. Like just about everyone, I 
get bogged down in the tedium of every day life: 
working too much, bills piling up, insurance rates 
skyrocketing again. I sometimes need a virtual 
slap in the face to remind me what is important in 
life. 

I have a theory: the world would be a much bet¬ 
ter place if everyone spent more time with their 
children.

In fact, the subject of Tiger baseball and its 
somewhat controversial decision to show games 
only on cable TV came up at the Romulus City 
Council meeting last week, oddly enough, when 
Councilman William Wadsworth suggested the 
council send a letter of protest to the Tigers orga¬ 
nization about the telecasts. Clearly, some of the 
council members found the fact that baseball - 
once the most popular sport in the United States 
- is only available to those who can afford the pro¬ 
hibitive price of a basic cable package somewhat 
distressing. 

Said Councilman Randolph Gear: “With the 
way they play, they should be giving away free 
tickets, not broadcasting (only) on cable TV” 

Traditionally televised on Channel 50 - the net¬ 
work that, for several years, held rights to the 
games - Tiger baseball is now televised on Fbx

In some cities, Fox Sports 
Net is not part of a basic cable lineup, which elim¬ 
inates cable customers who subscribe to the bar¬ 
gain-basement cable package. 

I’m not sure if this is something that should 
have been expressed at a city council meeting, or 
if the cable broadcasts affect Romulus more than 
other communities, but Wadsworth and Gear 
have a point 

Tiger baseball has been dismal for several 
years now, and one would think the Tigers organi¬ 
zation would be desperate to find ways to lure 
more viewers, not less.

This gives a 
public official an opening to sit 
there and explain all the ins and 
outs of the issue to you. They rel¬ 
ish doing this because it takes 
the focus off of their accountabil¬ 


ity and puts it on your ignorance.

Try to be as straightforward and 
eloquent as possible. 

Do not get off track. Whatever 
the topic is, get on it and stay on 
it If the topic at the meeting is 
sewers, then this is not your time 
to complain about the traffic on 
your street.

The local municipalities are 
doing their part to bring in more 
business, spark job growth and 
push economic development, 
but they need more help from 
their higher-ups, too.

Remake will disappoint most viewers 


On Nov. 14, 1974, police 
received a frantic phone call that 
led them to a nightmarish crime 
scene at the Defeo residence in 
Amityville, Long Island. An 
entire family had been brutally 
murdered in their beds. 

In the days that followed, 
Ronald Defeo confessed to shoot¬ 
ing his parents and four siblings 
while they slept Defeo claimed 
“voices” in the house led him to 
commit the ghastly murders. 

A year later, George and Kathy 
Lutz and their three children 
relocated to the Defeo house 
thinking it would be their dream 
home But shortly after they set¬ 
tled in, peculiar and unexplain¬ 
able events began to occur. 
George was plagued by macabre 
visions and haunting voices from 
the evil presence still lurking 
within the residence. 

Just 28 days after they 
unloaded their things, the Lutzes 
abandoned the home—lucky to 
escape with their lives. 

That is the story that inspired 
the 1979 horror flick, The 
Amityville Horror. 

Twenty-six years later, 
Hollywood felt the need to 
..remake the film„with the roles of 
James Brolin and Margot Kidder 


being reprised by Ryan Reynolds 
of National Lampoon’s Van Wider 
“fame,” and Melissa George 
(.Sugar and Spice, Bring It On). 

Reynolds and George star as 
the new millennium Lutzes. 

In many remakes, there are 
some subtle changes that allow 
the viewer to stay connected to 
the original, but this rehash 
almost strays completely away 
from its predecessor. 

It might not seem like much, 
but the names of all of the Lutzes’ 
children have been changed. 

And, where the original gives 
accounts of many of the family’s 
28 days spent in the home, the 


new version goes from day one, 
to day 15, to day 28. 

One of the eeriest scenes in 
the film was completely redone, 
too. 

A priest is asked to come bless 
the house after some extraordi¬ 
nary things take place.

Student run radio station changes program format

The success of WSDP-FM, 
(88.1) The Escape, rests solely 
with the Plymouth-Canton 
school district students who pop 
in cds, take phone calls and 
requests. 

Now the station is going to a 
24-hour format, a rarity in high 
school stations. 

WSDP began a 24-hour run 
early last month. Station 
Manager Bill Keith said things 
are going fairly well. 

“We’ve already gotten lots of 
emails from people asking about 
the station and different artists 
we feature,” he said. “And we’ve 
gotten a lot more listeners for 
time we wouldn’t normally be on 
the air, like spring break.” 

Keith said getting more peo¬ 
ple to listen to the station was the 
main reason behind the change. 
Now the station is one of the only 
24-hour student-run operations 
in Metro Detroit Other 24-hour 
high school stations are in Novi 
and Warren. There are also part- 
time high school stations in 
Southfield, West Bloomfield, 
Bloomfield Hills and Auburn 
Hills. 

The station carries a 200-watt 
signal and is considered an 
extracurricular activity in the 
school district. It started on 
Valentine’s Day, 1972 with only 
10-watts of power, tape machines 


and record turntables. 

The station features indepen¬ 
dent rock music shows and com¬ 
munity news, entertainment and 
sports broadcasts. WSDP also 
plays hip-hop, electronic dance 
and alternative rock. 

“We have a pretty diverse 
musical play list,” Keith said. 
“Our audience can tune in and 
hear any number of different 
genres.” 

The Escape has expanded its 
coverage area to reach commu¬ 
nities within about a 10 to 15- 
mile radius, too.
